Speaks Out Against 
Insurrection in US 


MADISON, S.D. (AP)-Presi- 
dent Nixon assailed today “ at­ 
tempts at insurrection ” in cities 
and colleges and declared the 
nation needs “ the honesty of 
straight talk " and respect for 
traditional processes of peaceful 
change. 
In an address prepared for de­ 
livery at General Beadle Col­ 
lege, Nixon discussed, often in a . 
philosophical vein, how to deal 
with a “ deeply troubled and 
profoundly 
unsettled 
time” 
marked by campus revolt, ra­ 
cial discord, draft resistance, 
drugs and crime. 
Taking a generally tough 
stance toward those who, as he 
put it, prefer coercion to persua­ 
sion, the President said, “ The 
nation has survived other at­ 
tempts at insurrection” and has 
the power to contain “ the force 
and 
threats 
of 
that 
have 
wrecked our cities, and now our 
colleges. ” 


Rather than emphasizing this, 
however, Nixon stressed what 
he termed are long-standing na­ 
tional values that have become 
cliches to the point where “ we 
feel apologetic about espousing 
them.”

The vessels were among some 
40 warships of six SEATO na­ 
tions taking part in the maneu­ 
vers, called “ Sea Spirit ” The 
maneuvers were cancelled after 
the collision. 
The weather was clear, the 
seas calm and both ships were 
equipped with radar. 
The destroyer, steaming near­ 
by. had been escorting the car­ 
rier as it took on planes 
Then suddenly, in the dark­ 
ness of 4:15 a.m., the 705-foot 
Melbourne plowed right through 
the port side of the smaller. 
376-foot Evans, slicing it in two. 
The destroyer’s bow sank in 
two minutes, but the aft section 
was towed by the Melbourne 
and kept afloat while survivors 
were taken aboard. There was 
no fire. 
Later the hull was lashed to 
the U.S. destroyer Everett F. 
Larson, the Navy said.

Delay Income Tax Test Vote 


JEFFERSO N G TY (AP) - 
A test vote on an effwt to re- 
strx'e an individual income tax 
increase knocked out by the 
Senate was delayed today. 
Rep. Richard Rabbitt, D-St. 
Louis, House majority leader, 
said a report would not be sent 
to the Senate until Wednesday 
on Monday’s House action in 
refusing to accept the Senate 
version calling fw a corporate 
tax increase only. 
The move apparently vyas 
part of an effort to compromise 
the serious legislative split over 
revenue bills but there were no 
indications whether the move 
would succeed. 
Gov. Warren E. Hearnes said 
“ I think it’s a rather dismal 
picture.” 
After reading a statement by 
Sen. T. D. McNeal. D-St. Louis, 
urging the governor and legisla­ 
tive leaders to get together. 


Hearnes said McNeal’s proposed 
compromise “ is completely Sen­ 
ate-oriented. A compromise has 
to be two ways.” 
As expected, the House re­ 
jected Monday the Senate’s ac­ 
tion in stripping away proposed 
increases in individual income 
taxes and voting only to raise 
corporate income taxes from 2 
to 5 per cent, or about $30 mil­ 
lion a year. 
McNeal, chairman of the Sen­ 
ate Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee, reversed his previous stand 
and agreed with Sen. Earl R. 
Blackwell, D-Hillsboro, Senate 
president pro tern, that an indi­ 
vidual income tax boost would 
not be necessary to get the 
state government through the 
next two years. 
But the governor questioned 
some of McNeal’s figures. Mc­ 
Neal based them on the assump­ 
tion that (1) the House would 


pass an estimated $31.4 million 
increase in cigarette taxes for 
school aid and (2) the House and 
Senate could get ti^ether on ap­ 
propriation bills by restoring 
only $5 million of the amounts 
cut out by the Senate. 
The minority leader of the 
House, Rep. R. J. (Bus) King. 
R-Clayton, also got into the act 
by joining McNeal in a plea for 
compromise. Both he and Mc­ 
Neal expressed the hope a cost­ 
ly special session would not be 
necessary and that the current 
session could solve the state’s 
pressing revenue problems. 


McNeal said he was “ deeply 
concerned” about the attitude 
that a special session is inevita­ 
ble. as forecast by the governor 
last week. 


The Ways and Means chair­ 
man said after a close study of 
revenue figures used by Black- 


well in bcucitig uuv>it dll indi­ 
vidual income tax increase he 
was convinced that such a boost 
would not be nectrsary for at 
least two years. 
He said Blackwell’s i*gures 
showed $113.4 million could be 
raised in the fiscal year start­ 
ing July 1 by increasing corpor­ 
ate taxes, passing bills to speed 
up the collection of sales and 
income taxes and passing a Sen­ 
ate bill to boost the cigarette 
tax by about $31.4 million to 
get started on increased state 
aid to schools. 
McNeal said this program 
would produce a total of $179.7 
million in the next two years. 
He estimated this would be 
enough for $35 million more in 
state aid to schools, necessary 
welfare increases of $6.4 million, 
$6 million for new programs 
and $20 million for capital im­ 
provements.

Pompidou 
Certain 
Of Victory 


PARIS (AP) — Georges Pom­ 
pidou today appeared certain of 
election to the French presiden­ 
cy following the Communist 
party’s refusal to back provi­ 
sional President Alain Poher 
Strong pressure built up on 
Poher. a Centrist, to withdraw 
from the June 15 runoff which 
will elect Charles de Gaulle’s 
successor 
Poher ran a pow second in 
the first round of voting Sunday, 
polling only 23.13 per cent of the 
vote to Pompidou’s 44.46 per 
cent. It was questionable wheth­ 
er a Communist endwsement 
would have done him much 
good since it probably would 
have scared away some of his 
anti-Communist suppôt. But 
the party’s central committee 
made that academic Monday 
night. 
Communist leader Jacques 
Duclos, who ran third Sunday 
with 21.08 per cent, announced 
the committee’s call for a boy­ 
cott of the June 15 vote. He de­ 
nounced both Pompidou and 
Poher as “ capitalist reactionar­ 
ies.” But he implied that Pom­ 
pidou was the lesser evil by 
singling out the provisional 
president for special criticism 
for having said during the cam­ 
paign 
that 
West 
Germany 
should have access to a Euro­ 
pean nuclear deterrent 
While many of the 4.8 million 
Frenchmen who voted fw Du­ 
clos are not members of the 
Communist party and may not 
abide by the call for a boycott, 
they may throw their votes to 
Pompidou to ensure Poher’s de­ 
feat

Court Ups e ts U.S. Tradition 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
You’ll 
find very few Americans irrev­ 
erent enough to disagree with 
George Washington. 


But the Supreme Court, which 
a lot of Americaas find unduly 
irreverent any way , has turned 
its back on a policy set by The 
Father of His Country and given 
soldiers and sailors a right they 
never had before. 


That right, established by 5-3 
vote Monday , is to have the kind 
of trial other citizens are enti­ 
tled to when they are charged 
with civilian crimes in peace­ 
time 


Their fate for off-duty crimes 
unrelated 
to military duties 
should not be decided by courts 
martial--which. J ustice William 
0. Douglas observed, "are sin­ 
gularly inept in dealing with the 
nice subtleties of constitutional 
la w .” 


Gen. Washington had a differ­ 
ent view of how total military 
commanders’ control over their 
troops should be. 


USS Ev ans 
Se v e nth Ship 
In Ac c ide nt 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
destroy er USS Frank E. Evans 
is the seventh U.S. warship to 
be involved in a major accident 
at sea in less than three y ears. 
A total of 313 lives were lost in 
the six earlier accidents: 


—May 22, a fire killed four 
men aboard the USS King while 
the guided missile frigate was 
in the Tonkin Gulf off North 
Vietnam. 


—J an. 14. a series of ex plo­ 
sions aboard the USS Enterprise 
killed 27 men as the aircraft 
carrier conducted training ex er­ 
cises near Hawaii. A jet starter 
cart that set off an air-to-ground 
rocket was blamed for the fire. 


—May 29 , 1968 , the nuclear 
submarine USS Scorpion was 
reported missing in the Atlantic 
Ocean It was found five months 
later 10,000 feet below the sur­ 
face. All 9 9 men aboard were 
lost. 


—J uly 29 , 19 67, a fire aboard 
the USS Forrestal killed 132 
men. Officials said the blaze 
started when a Zuni rocket fired 
accidentally and struck a fuel 
tank as the carrier operated off 
North Vietnam. 
—Nov. 4,19 66, seven men died 
in a fire aboard the carrier 
Franklin D. Roosevelt off North 
Vietnam. 


—Oct. 26, 19 66, 44 men died 
when a magnesium flare ignited 
a locker full of other flares 
aboard the carrier Oriskany , 
also off North Vietnam. 


He once wrote: "All improper 
treatment of an inhabitant by 
an officer or soldier being de­ 
structive of good order and dis­ 
cipline as well as subversive of 
the rights of society is as much 
a breach of military as civil law 
and as punishable by the one as 
the other” 
Military 
authority 
already 
was undergoing severe legal 
stress before the court decided 
an Army sergeant charged with 
an off-duty attempted rape in a 
Hawaiian hotel in 1956 had a 
constitutional right to a civilian 
trial 
Air Force Capt Dale E Noy d 
is testing in a case now before 
the Court of Military Appeals 
the very right to refuse to obey 
a military order—an order that 
he train student fliers for Viet­ 
nam action. He bases his assert­ 
ed right on his "ethical human­ 
ism ” and his conscientious ob­ 
jection to the war. 
In a separate case to be decid­ 
ed later this month by the Su­ 
preme Court. Noy d is also test­ 
ing the military ’s right to have 
a man serve his sentence while 
he is still appealing his convic­ 
tion. 
Back in 178 7, when the Consti­ 
tution was written, there was 
little if any thought given to ap­ 
ply ing the Bill of Rights to the 
8(X) men then in uniform. 
Douglas’ opinion for the Court 
recognized that the Constitution 
envisioned a special sy stem of 
military courts in which not all 
the specific protections given 
other citizens had to apply . 
But Si.ice the Korean War, the 
pressures on the military have 
grown intense. And the courts 
have loosened the military ’s dis­ 
ciplinary hold. 
On Monday , five liberals— 
Chief J ustice Earl Warren and 
J ustices 
Douglas. 
Hugo 
L. 
Black, William J . Brennan J r., 
and Thurgood Marshall—gave 
servicemen accused of nonmili­ 
tary crimes two more civil 
rights. 
They are the right to be prose­ 
cuted by indictment and the 
right to be tried by a jury of 
their peers. These rights, Doug­ 
las’ opinion said, are not neces­ 
sary elements of military trials. 
“ A civilian trial, in other 
words, is held in an atmosphere 
conducive to the protection of 
individual rights, while the mili­ 
tary trial is marked by the age- 
old manifest destiny of retribu­ 
tive justice.” he said. 
The 
case 
that 
now 
has 
changed the history of military 
justice involved former Army 
Sgt. J ames F. O’Callahan. 
After a few beers off-post and 
off-duty with a buddy , he en­ 
tered a Waikiki hotel and. as he 
confessed later, attempted to 
rape a 14-y ear-old girl. 
He was court-martialed, sen­ 
tenced to 10 y ears at hard labor 
and dishonrably discharged. 
“ There was no connection— 
not even the remotest one—be- 


tv/een his military duties and 
the crimes in question. ” Doug­

One month before Spiro T. Ag­ 
new was inaugurated as vice 
president, he signed deeds as 
governor 
of 
Maryland 
that 
turned over 190 acres of state 
tidelands to a real estate devel­ 
oper. The developer has subdi­ 
vided the land and an adjacent 
area into lots whose listed sale 
price would total millions of dol­ 
lars. 
Agnew and the other two 
members 
of 
the 
Maryland 
Board of Public Works signed 
the deeds Dec. 20.1968. despite 
earlier objections from state 
agencies. Agnew. elected vice 
president in November 1968, re­ 
signed as governor in January 
1%9. 
A study of the record turned 
up no evidence that Agnew him­ 
self profited, financially or oth­ 
erwise. from the transaction. It 
showed; 
—That there was near-unani­ 
mous opposition to the idea by 
state agencies that voiced an 
opinion, most of them fearful of 
the effects on conservation in 
the area. 
—That the developer. James 
B. Caine, paid the state for the 
land under a formula that has 
since been replaced by one 
more stringent for future devel­ 
opers. 
—That another member of the 
Board of Public Works-State 
Treasurer John A. Luetkemeyer 
said he had misgivings at the 
time about approving the pro­ 
ject. He did not elaborate. 
—That local bills in the Mary­ 
land Legislature established a 
county commission designed to 
preempt the state's control over 
the land.

Hawaii has the nation’s highest 
cost of living." the housewife 
told her husband 
"B u t this is ridiculous! " 
The woman, a recent arrival, 
had just paid 88 cents for a head 
of lettuce that would have cost 
20 cents in Los Angeles. 


A tourist may grumble about 
the high cost of a Hawaii holi­ 
day while sipping a $1.30 beer in 
Waikiki. But it’s the Hawaii resr 
ident who pays the highest pre­ 
mium for a piace in the sun. 


According to the U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Labor, the Island State 
has the highest food prices in 
the nation. And just about ev­ 
erything else. 
An executive transferred here 
was shocked to learn the dingy, 
rat-trapped home he had just in­ 
spected 
would 
cost 
$325 
a 
month. 
"1 wouldn't even live in it for 
$100.” he told the landlady. She 
shrugged, confident the house 
would be rented within the 
week. It was. 
With limited housing and no 
rent controls, finding a place to 
live is a new resident's biggest 
headache. 
Lt. Gov. Thomas P. G ill dis­ 
closed a recent survey that 
found only seven homes out of 
every 1.000 in the Honolulu 
housing market are available to 
house hunters. 
In a report made March 26. 
G ill said the average price of a 
home in Hawaii had jumped 
about $12.000 since 1960. The av­ 
erage price of a single-family 
dwelling was $28,477, compared 
to a national average of $15.940. 
‘We can clearly demonstrate 
that the market price of a sin­ 
gle-family home in Hawaii is 
from 50 to 100 per cent higher 
than similar housing on the 
mainland. ’ the report conclud­ 
ed. 
The pineapple industry is Ha­ 
w aii’s No. 3 moneymaker, be­ 
hind the military and tourism, 
and yet a can of sliced pineap­ 
ple costs up to 11 cents more 
here than on the mainland. 
A newspaper survey found a 
market less than 2,000 feet from 
the gate of Dole’s Oahu cannery 
selling No. 2 cans of sliced pi­ 
neapple for 39 cents. In Balti­ 
more. identical cans of the Dole 
Hawaiian product sold fw 37 
cents. 
While the national cost-of-liv- 
ing surveys give Honolulu the 
honors, behind San Francisco. 
New York and Chicago, they ig­ 
nore the Neighbor Islands that 
comprise the State of Hawaii. 
Actually. Honolulu is not the 
nation’s costliest city. That title 
belongs to Wailuku, on the Is­ 
land of Maui, the hub of the 
state's sugar cane industry. 
Most of the large mainland 
companies give employes a 10 
per cent cost-of-living salary in­ 
crease when thev are trans­ 
ferred here. Persons stationed 
in Hawaii with the military re­ 
ceive “ overseas p ay.” 


How do residents combat the 
high cost of living'’ 
Well, you don’t wear much 
clothing. The kids go to school 
barefoot And there are no heat­ 
ing bills. 
But mostly they put their 
wives to work 
"Haw aii has the highest per­ 
centage of working wives in the 
nation.” says state statistician 
Robert Schmitt. 
Because of this, family in­ 
come in Hawaii is generally 
higher than on the mainland. 
The median family income here 
is $8.053. against $6.882 on the 
mainland. 
An economic forecast predicts 
tourism w ill overtake military 
spending in the next decade to 
become the No. 1 industry in 
Hawaii. 
And yet some blame tourism 
for spiraling prices in Hawaii 
Honolulu Mayor Frank Fasi 
urged the legislature to enact a 
hotel room tax, hoping to ease 
the tax burden of local resi­ 
dents. 
"W e are fast becoming peas­ 
ants in Paradise,” be said. 
The recent Rotary Interna­ 
tional convention brought 15,000 
Rotarians to Honolulu, each of 
them spending from $50 to $90 a 
day. 
A group called the “ Hawaii 
Residents Council” m a i l e d 
mimeographed pleas to Rotari­ 
ans. urging them not s p e n d 
money here. 
“We are losing our shirts and 
souls to the soaring cost of liv­ 
ing and the excessive greed that 
tourism brings,” the leaflets 
said. 
‘‘There is little in Hawaii that 
you cannot buy for less in your 
hometown.”

the Ju stice Department’s brief 
•‘So. to arou se pu blic opinion m ad v ance. 
Assistant Attorney (ieneral Bu rger proceed ed to tell 
newsmen how a wrong d ecision by the Su preme 
Cou rt cou ld wreck the gov ernment’s entire secu rity 
program, 
how the Ju stice Department cou ld 
fu nction efficiently only if its corps of informers 
remained u nd ercov er, and how d isclosu re of their 
id entities wou ld wreck the secu rity machine 
“Sooner than id entify its secret witnesses. Bu rger 
hinted , 
the Eisenhower ad ministration wou ld 
abolish Its secu rity hearings altogether 
“Bu t he d id attack any one who criticized the 
Ju stice Department’s secu rity program, as being 
Commu nist-inspired . 
“ The 12 newsmen listened in silence. Then one of 
them asked whether he consid ered Vannev ar Bu sh, 
a top American scientist and v igorou s critic of the 
secu rity program, as being Commu nist-inspired . 
“ Anothelr newsman asked whether Harry Cain, an 
Eisenhower appointee on the Ju stice Department’s 
own su bv ersiv e control board , was Commu nist- 
inspired . Cain too has been a v igorou s critic of the 
Eisenhower secu rity program. 
““ I’d ju st like {o know.’ replied the assistant 
attorney general, 
who is feed ing them their 
information?’ 
“ CYu d e as he was. Bu rger ran no risk ot a 
contempt-of-cou rt citation. He u sed the techniqu e of 
the backgrou nd press conference where the pu blic 
official who wants to get his v iews across remains 
anony mou s. 
“NOTE — Newsmen present d id not fall for 
Bu rger’s anony mou s d iatribe. 
Only 
one man 
present, Robert K. Walsh of the Washington Star, 
u sed the su bstance of what he said . Walsh waited 
sev eral d ay s, then wrote a carefu lly balanced story . 
It contained no hy steria. ” 
Bu rger’s criticism of any one who criticized the 
secu rity program as ‘“Commu nist-inspired ” later 
cou ld hav e been applied to most of the Su preme 
Cou rt ov er which he will now presid e. For a 
majority fou nd against him. 
Ju stice William 0. Dou glas, whom Nix onites are 
not try ing to pressu re off the cou rt, was especially 
v igorou s. 
In a separate 
“Commu nist-inspired ” 
opinion, he wrote: 
“‘Dr. 
Peters 
was 
cond emned 
by 
faceless 
informers, some of whom were not known ev en to 
the (loy alty ) board that cond emned him. Some were 
not ev en u nd er oath ... they may bear old gru d ges 
Und er 
cross-ex amination 
their

Their whispered confid ences 
might tu rn ou t to be y arns conceiv ed bv twisted 
mind s. 
“Confrontation and cross-ex amination u nd er oath 
are essential, if the American id eal of d u e process is 
to remain a v ital force in ou r pu blic life. We d eal 
here with the repu tation of men and their right to 
work — things more preciou s than property it.self 
We hav e here a sy stem where gov ernment with all 
its power and au thority cond emns a man to a 
su spect class and the ou ter d arkness, withou t the 
ru d iments of a fair trial. It is u sed not only to get rid 
of employ ees in the gov ernment, bu t also employ ees 
who work for priv ate firms hav ing contracts with 
the gov ernment. It has tou ched cou ntless hu nd red s 
of men and women and ru ined many . It is an u n- 
American practice which we shou ld cond emn. It 
d epriv es men of liberty ’ within the meaning of the 
Fifth Amend ment, for one of man’s most preciou s 
liberties is his right to work ” 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
When Ju d ge W arren E arl B u rger becom es chief ju stice 
of the United States, he m ay su rprise m any . 
A search throu gh B u rger’s legal opinions and d issents, 
speeches and d issertations, can lead one to the conclu sion 
that the m an is a rad ical. A rad ical, a t least, as d efined 
by W ebster; “ A person d isposed to m ake ex trem e changes 
in ex isting v iews, habits, cond itions or institu tions.’’ 
For ex am ple, in the past few y ears B u rger has hit at: 
• The way law y ers are trained —“ we hav e failed to 
recognize that ‘cases’ are people;’’ 
• The way we tre a t conv icted crim inals— “as hu m an 
ru b b ish;’’ 
• The way cou rts are ru n—“ with a lov e of proced u res 
and techniqu es and form alism . . . ;’’ 
• The way police operate—“ a u niform d oes not m ake an 
effectiv e policem an any m ore than a black robe m akes a 
good ju d ge.’’ 
Ev en an SDS college m ilitant m ight be hard pu t to top 
B u rger’s attack on the nation’s law schools: 
Law school grad u ates, say s B u rger, too often can 
. . 
giv e a lu cid d issertation on refinem ents of corporate spin­ 
offs or v ertical m ergers bu t . . . not know how to ad v ise 
a pregnant u nm arried girl, or old people need ing help on 
Social Secu rity , or 
earners taken in by a fast-talking 
ency cloped ia salesnid n or a confid ence m an selling home 
im prov em ents. These y ou ng m en w ere trained to w rite a 
fine appellate brief bu t not trained to recognize concealed 
u su ry in the sale of a telev ision set on installm ents.’’ 
B u rger is equ ally blu nt in his attacks on the cou rts: 
“ The d octrine of ju d icial su prem acy is firm ly established 
in this cou ntry , bu t we hav e nev er accepted a concept of 
ju d icial infallability .” 
“ . . . As w ar is too im portant to be left to generals, 
ju stice is far too im portant to be left ex clu siv ely to the 
technicians of the law .’’ 
“ N either the laws nor the Constitu tion are too sacred to 
change—we hav e changed the Constitu tion m any tim es— 
and the d ecisions of ju d ges are not Holy W rit. These things 
are a m eans to an end , not an end in them selv es. They are 
tools to serv e u s, not m asters to enslav e u s. And we shou ld 
not hesitate to change or d iscard m echanism s w hich d o 
not work to the benefit of society .’’ 
“ No cou rt and no ju d ge shou ld be im m u ne from ex am i­ 
nation of its fu nctioning . . . 
“ A cou rt (su ch as the U.S. Su prem e C ou rt) which is final 
and u nrev iew able need s m ore carefu l scru tiny than any 
other. U nrev iew able pow er is the m ost likely to ind u lge 
itself and the least likely to criticize itself.” 
Bu t B u rger’s harshest w ord s are reserv ed for the tre a t­ 
m ent we accord m en and w om en, once they are conv icted 
of crim e: 
“ A fter we in A m erica hav e lav ished y ears of the com ­ 
plex and refined proced u ral d ev ices of trials, appeals, 
hearings and rev iew s on ou r d efend ant, ou r acu te concern 
seem s to ex hau st itself. H av ing fou nd the accu sed gu ilty — 
as 80 to 90 per cent of all accu sed persons are fou nd —we 
seem to lose ou r collectiv e interest in him . In all bu t a 
few states we im prison this d efend ant in places w here he 
will be a poorer hu m an being when he com es ou t than 
when he went in — a person w ith little or no concern for 
law or for his fellow m en and v ery often with a fix ed 
hatred of all au thority and ord er. Often he is m ind lessly 
and aggressiv ely d eterm ined to liv e by plu nd ering and 
looting.’’ 
“ With few ex ceptions in the m ore enlightened states the 
basic attitu d e of legislatu res is that crim inals are bad 
people who d o not d eserv e m ore. 
“ In part, the terrible price we are pay ing in crim e is 
becau se we hav e tend ed —once the d ram a of the trial is 
ov er—to regard all crim inals as hu m an ru bbish. . . .”

Accidents to Teeth 
Not Felt Until Later

Six y ears ago, Dick G.. wrestling for his Harv ard 
College team, finally pinned his opponent in a 
rou gh, tou gh match. For sev eral d ay s after he felt a 
nu mbness in the front teeth of his lower jaw. 
Two winters ago, Virginia B. had a hard fall on a 
patch of ice. She stru ck the back of her head and her 
teeth came together with a sharp crack. For sev eral 
d ay s after she had “a pecu lair feeling ” in her u pper 
front teeth. 
Three y ears ago. when she was 9. Au stina S. fell 
off her bike and hit her chin on the cu rb, making a 
d eep gash that requ ired many stitches to close. Her 
chin and a few lower teeth were nu mb for sev eral 
d ay s. 
After the initial complaints following these 
accid ents, all three patients were withou t sy mptoms 
and the inv olv ed teeth seemed normal in ev ery way . 
Howev er, in this past month, all three patients 
hav e become acu tely aware of the following 
sy mptoms: pain, d iscoloration of teeth, loose teeth 
and swelling. 
CJinical and X-ray ex am d isclosed abscesses at the 
root tips of one tooth in each of the first two patients 
and two teeth in the child who fell from her bike. 
These d ev elopments are not u ncommon after 
accid ents in which teeth are trau matized . Initial 
d iscomfort is slight and is d issipated in a few d ay s. 
Bu t the nerv es of the teeth are d amaged , become 
ed ematou s (swollen) and infected , and finally d ie, 
prod u cing apical abscesses. 
And , ty pically , this takes place ov er a period of 
time withou t cau sing patients any or at least only 
fleeting moments of d iscomfort, so that they are 
completely u naware of any abnormality . 
Treatment of choice for these abscessed teeth is 
u su ally root canal therapy . The nerv e chamber is 
opened to reliev e pressu re and pain and to promote 
d rainage of the abscess; the nerv e chambers are 
then cleaned , sterilized and filled ; and a filling 
placed in the opening in the crown. 
NOTE: In settling accid ent insu rance claims, 
prognosis and possible fu tu re treatment of the 
inv olv ed teeth shou ld be a consid eration.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Con 
gressmen probing the impact of 
high defense spending on Amer­ 
ican life called today for testi­ 
mony from two former Demo^ 
cratic administration officials 
highly critical of the nation’s 
military-industrial complex. 
Charles Schultze, Budget Bu­ 
reau director under President 
Johnson, and John Kenneth Gal­ 
braith, ihresident John F. Ken­ 
nedy’s ambassador to India, 
were the scheduled opening wit­ 
nesses before the joint economic 
subcommittee. 
Sen. William Proxmire, in a 
prepared statement launching 
two weeks of hearings, said: 
“ No efforts to attain economy in 
the conduct of government can 
succeed if we fail to scrutinize 
military spending. 
“ In view of the enormous size 
of the defense budget and de­ 
fense-related budgets, any in­ 
quiry into national priorities 
must eventually confront this 
question: How can military and 
civilian needs be balanced’’ ” 
Proxmire, D-Wis., is chair­ 
man of the joint economic sub­ 
committee conducting the hear­ 
ings on the military budget and 
national economic priorities. 
Schultze said before the hear­ 
ings he believes any savings 
from an end to the Vietnam war 
will be consumed rapidly for 
other defense purposes. 
“ By simply maintaining our 
presently 
approved 
military 
posture, with no major cost es­ 
calation. with no new weapons 
systems of any significant kind 
approved, 
current 
spending 
plans will roughly eat up the 
Vietnam dividend by about fis­ 
cal 1974, give or take $3 billion 
or $4 bilUon on either side, ’ 
Schultze told a recent congres­ 
sional conference on the mili­ 
tary budget. 
(Galbraith, a professor of eco­ 
nomics at Harvard, also said 
earlier the basic defense-spend­ 
ing problem is one of regulating 
bureaucratic power. 
Galbraith told the March 
conference the Washington bu­ 
reaucracy ‘governs in its own 
interest and in Accordance with 
its own parochial view of the 
world. 
“ It is the problem of a vast 
bureaucracy going considerably 
beyond the Pentagon, embrac­ 
ing the intimately associated in­ 
dustries where increasingly the 
line between what is public and 
what is private can’t be distin­ 
guished, ” he said. 
‘‘For nearly 20 years we have 
allowed this enormous military 
budget to pre-empt a large part 
of the public expenditures which 
maintain this balance (between 
private and public spending).” 
Galbraith said. ‘‘We have had 
expansive private consumption 
and tight public expenditure de­ 
signed 
to 
balance 
off 
this 
growth. ” 
Proxmire’s 
subcommittee 
blistered 
the 
Pentagon 
last 
week for allegedly wasting bil­ 
lions of dollars annually in pur­ 
chasing military wares. 
Proxmire has been in the 
forefront of a growing band of 
congressmen critical of defense 
policies and spending practices.

New 
tax returns show the foundation 
which Supreme (’ourt William 
0 Douglas headed has cut most 
of its links with I.as Vegas casi­ 
nos and has switched its money 
to blue chip stocks 
Douglas, who resigned as 
president of the Parvin Founda­ 
tion last month, received a total 
of $84,765 over the past seven 
years as its only paid officer, 
the records show 
The 1968 tax returns, made 
public Monday by the Internal 
Revenue Service, disclose the 
foundation began selling its 
stock in the controversial Par- 
vin-Dohrmann Co. last Novem­ 
ber. The firm owns three gam­ 
bling casinos in Las Vegas. 
The foundation reaped nearly 
$2.5 million from the sale—a 
gain of tenfold over the value 
listed in tax returns just four 
years ago 


The returns show the founda­ 
tion was still tied to the firm at 
the start of this year through a 
$7(K).000 loan to Parvin-Dohr- 
mann. 


The loan is believed to figure 
in an investigation of the foun­ 
dation’s tax status by the IRS 


Douglas’ departure from the 
foundation was announced May 
23 while controversy still shad­ 
owed Justice Abe Fortas’ resig­ 
nation from the Supreme Court 
in the storm over a $20,000 an­ 
nual agreement with the family 
foundation of a jailed financier 


A reported letter sent by 
Douglas to the Parvin Founda­ 
tion offering advice on its tax 
problems has stirred more criti­ 
cism in Congress. 


The return shows the founda­ 
tion placed its investments last 
year in such other stocks as 
IBM, AT&T, Anaconda, Interna­ 
tional Paper, Standard Oil and 
Cooper Tire.

JK F F E RS O N (TTY (A Pi - 
A bill to liberalize Missouri s 
abortion laws came under fire 
in the Senate Monday It was 
defeated, 17-11 
Not only the bill but the way 
testimony was presented during 
committee hearing was criti­ 
cized by Sen l^ wrence J. I.ee, 
ITSt. Louis 
Lee said he heard many wit­ 
nesses tell the Senate commit­ 
tee considering the bill that 
women were getting abortions 
in Missouri anyway so it might 
as well be made legal. 
‘Tf that is the case.” Lee 
said, “ all criminal violations 
should be made legal ’ 
He said he thought the law­ 
makers should be more con­ 
cerned with trying to see Mis­ 
souri laws enforc^ than with 
abolishing them. 
Lee reminded his colleagues 
many of them were in their 
mother’s womb during the de­ 
pression some 40 years ago 
when 
families 
had 
barely 
enough food to feed the chil­ 
dren thev already had. 
i wonder how many of us 
would be here today,” he said.

Lee said he thought the bill’s 
passage would just make it eas­ 
ier for people with enough mon­ 
ey to get an abcwtion. 
The bill, introduced by Sen. 

R-St Louis, 
would have allowed a woman to 
obtain an abortion if she was 
pregnant as a result of a rape, 
an act of incest, to protect 
her health or if three doctors 
certified the baby would be 
born with a serious defect.

“ The greatest problem is not 
how to g(*t along with one's 
neighbor hut how to get along 
with one's self.” wrote Henry 
Miller, the novelist. “ If the smil 
were to ch<K»se an arena in 
which to stage its agonK's, this 
would be the place for it One 
feels exposed 
not only to the 
elements hut to the sight of God. 
Naked, vulnerable, set against 
an overwhelming backdrop of 
might and majesty, one’s proli-

Others who came here to live

Some people living in Big Sur 
seek to control the view before 
it controls them 
Nathaniel Owings. an archi­ 
tect, and his wife, Margaret, 
live in a spectacular A-frame 
house hanging from a cliff 600 
feet above the beach and surf 
Through their end walls of 
glass, they can see the panora­ 
ma of coast north and south 
and. directly below, the sea 
lions and sea otters sunning on 
the beach and, out in the ocean, 
the spouts of gray whales on 
their way from the feeding 
grounds of the Bering Sea to the 
breeding grounds off lower Cali­ 
fornia The Owings ration the 
view through a .system of wood 
shutters. 
The human history of Big Sur 
is scant It was once the home 
of the Esalen Indian tribe, now 
extinct Today the tribal name 
is perpetuated only in the Esa­ 
len Institute, a center of study 
and therapy which seeks to “ de­ 
vise ways to extend the human 
potential. ” to relieve people of 
today’s pressures through great­ 
er knowledge of themselves and 
others gained by group therapy, 
psychodrama, massage. Orien­ 
tal philosophy and “ body aware­ 
ness—a sense of being and en­ 
counter.” 


In exploring and settling Cali­ 
fornia. the Spanish apparently 
were in the Big Sur area only 
long enough to give it its name, 
which 
means 
“ Big 
South.” 
Much later, the homesteaders 
came by land in the last c’entury 
and for a while sailing schoon­ 
ers brought in cotton goods and 
food in exchange for tanbark 
The area remained ruggedly 
primitive and remote until 1937 
when the two-lane highway was 
built.

Aside from the ranchers, most 
of the people living h re ,are art­ 
ists, sculptors, writers and poets 
who came to Big ;^ r to escape 
the rat race of the cities, the 
long commute to the suburbs 
and the pressures of a dense 
modern society 
“ It IS a g(M)d place to work 
without having to spend time 
fxnng nice to ycMir neighbors.” 
says Nicholas Roosevelt. 77. 
writer, former New York newsr 
paper executive and kin to 
Theodore FtiMisevelt “ We re not 
trying to escape from people 
just unnecessary people ” 
Physically as well as mental­ 
ly. Big Sur is not for everyone 
because life here is still rela­ 
tively rugged, demanding and 
dangerous. Unknowing or care­ 
less people are killed driving off 
the edge of the twi.sting highway 
or trying to make their way on 
foot down the precipitous slopes, 
to the beach, most of which is 
inaccessible 
Hikers who wan­ 
der off established trails get lost 
and die of exposure 
Besides the mail, the Big Sur 
postman carries food in his 
truck to sell, stores being that 
far and infrequent Just getting 
to and from his mailbox may 
mean a 14-mile round trip for a 
resident. Should he need a doc­ 
tor. the nearest one is in Car­ 
mel. 40 miles away. 
While the Big Siir father may 
have escaped the big city com­ 
mute by moving here, his chil­ 
dren haven’t The schools go up 
only to the sixth grade. Thus, 
the Healeys’ twin girls have an 
80-mile round trip by bus every 
day to junior high in Carmel To 
get to the bus on the highway. 
Mrs. Giles Healey, wife of a re 
tired archeologist, must drive 
them four miles each way, down 
the mountain, down a twisting 
dirt road which frequently be 
comes impassable in the winter 
rains. Last year, with Giles 
Healey at the wheel of his jeep, 
the whole family plunged off the 
dirt road in the fog and bounced 
madly 300 yards down until some 
how he was able to stop the 
jeep by turning into tlw slope. 
They escaped with cracked ribs 
and black eyes, but despite the 
nightmare each of the Healeys 
is determined to live nowhere 
else. 
In the winter, in the time of 
the big rains, roads wash out, 
storms cut off power and phone 
lines, the wind screams so loud­ 
ly yixi can’t sleep, and many 
people are confined to their 
homes for days. A sense of cab­ 
in fever is not uncommon in 
those days. 
But the biggest threat to Par­ 
adise. by common agreement, is 
the summer influx of hippies 
who come from all over the land 
with their own special charms 
and odors. Last year, thousands 
came to one canyon to celebrate 
something in the Zodiac, a 
’meeting 
they 
advertised 
in 
theur underground newspapers. 
Finally, they were gone. Fi­ 
nally the stillness returned and 
this land of rare and profound 
beauty, this land of the great 
mountains and ocean, of the 
“ sacred calm” and “ the look of 
always” among the redwoods, 
somehow it survived. Somehow 
it remains. So far. Only men 
can soil it. Only men can save 
it.
